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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heikes et al 
(Heikes). 

Heikes' abstract and Fig. 3 clearly shows an apparatus and method for adding two 
floating point numbers wherein a first mantissa, a second mantissa and an input bit are added 
together to produce a third mantissa (e.g. the adding of FA, FB and CINL by carry select adder 
54) followed by normalizing the third mantissa to produce a correctly rounded final mantissa 
(note normalizer 27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-17 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is incomplete because the steps that are necessary to generate the required first 
mantissa, second mantissa and the input bit fail to be recited. Also the first and second mantissas 
fail to be clearly related to the first and second floating point numbers, respectively. Finally in 
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claim 1 the phrase "normalizing the third mantissa to produce the final mantissa" is mis- 
descriptive because more than normalizing is necessary to produce the final mantissa, note Fig. 
2. The "wherein" phrase of claim 2 is the recitation of function without the recitation of the step 
that is necessary to perform the function and the phrase is mis-descriptive because the output bit 
is not sufficient to produce the input bit, note the carry logic 228 in Fig. 2. Claims 4-6 are also 
mis-descriptive. Claims 7-10 and 13-17 contain deficiencies similar to claims 1 and 3. In claim 

1 1 the phrase of lines 4-6 is the recitation of function without the recitation of the step that is 
necessary to perform the function, lines 7-8 are mis-descriptive, note Figs. 3 A and 3B and line 

12 is inconsistent with line 9 relative to producing the second carry bit. Applicant is required to 
show where each quantity recited in the claims is shown in the drawing. 

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification.
